Senators from the silver producing Slates 
could hold the Senate on the Tariff bill 
until the silver matter is disposed of, and 
that too in a mannef satisfactorily to the 
friends of the V-metallio cause. 
Mr. 


Rowland's suggestion U the true business, 
and it is the method which should be 
adopted without any hesitation or delay by 
eteiy Senator from snob States as are more 
interested in free coinage than in protected 
m&Dcfactorers and products. The truth is 
there has been, heretofore, too -little spirit 
evinced by the representatives from the 
West, «ho have always been loo willing to 
concede everything for the general good, 
even although it involved considerable sac- 
rifice to tLsir own especial sections. While 
it is perfectly tight and proper that con- 
cessions should be made for the nminten- 
osnce of correct political principles end 
the sappott of A wholesome governmental 
policy, it is neither right nor proper that 
they should always gravitate in tbe one di- 
rection. ~ Heretofore their cootie has invar- 
iably been from West to East and it is 
about time for tbe tide to turn, or at least 
to be so regulated that it will not always 
flow towards the same point of the com- 
pass. 
The people of Nevada, Colorado 


and Montana, although favorable to the 
protective tariff policy, care more for free 
coinage than for protected hides, wool, 
jute or iron, and it the issue should be 
squarely made to-morrow between 
the 


silver and tariff questions the latter -would 
not bs represented by a corporal's guard in 
any of the above named States. While 
willing for the sake of upholding what 
they regard as a correct political principle 
to protect the interests of their eastern 
brethren, even although they ars not them- 
selves directly benefi tted thereby, they are 
beginning to clamor for seme of that pro- 
tection for their own product and industry. 
Ai it happens that silver is the principal 
and almost the only product or industry 
that with na requires protection, it is cer- 
tainly not an unreasonable demand that it 
should-be afforded. Eat it baa been pow- 
erful slow in coming, and it hasn't even 
got here yet. The reason is, that we have 
conceded and begged instead of conceded 
and demanded. It is high time that our 
representatives should adopt another pol- 
icy—one with a little dash of hell-fire In 
it. We have already a pretty good tar " 
law, and a very poor coinage statute. TUe 
latter needs mendiog the worst. It won't 
hurt our manufacturing friends in the East 
seriously to operate under tbe present tariff 
until the silver matter is disposed of. II 
they will do the clean thing, it will only be 
for a few days, or weeks at the longest 
Just let them stand ia and help fix up our 
little old metallic business in shipshape, 
and their tariff racket will slip through the 
Senate like soap through a born 
If they 


refuse, let them wait and we would also 
wait ontil tophet becomes a skating pond, 
before we would extend our protecting arm 
to save those who would destroy our prin- 
cipal And almost only industry and beggar 
our State. Let the slogan be: "No free 
coinage, no tariff." It willbe sure to fetch 
'em. Mr. Newlands' head is level and his 
proposition hits the nail squarely on the 
head.

Upon being 
discovered and upbraided by the mother, 
Faucett attacked the latter, choked her and 
threatened to kill her. unless she promised 
not to expose him, To save her life she 
made the promise, which she kept, not 
even informing her husband of tho affair, 
Shortly afterward,however, as she was about 
leaving for California, she wrote a letter to 
the Constable at Carlln informing him of 
Faucett's crime and demanding his arrest. 
This letter was discovered by hsr husband 
before her departure and Fauoett coming to 
the house that evening a violent scene oc- 
curred, Faucett offered a bill of sale of the 
team he had in town to settle the matter. 
This the husband refused... and threatened 
to go and inform the people ol Carlin of 
Fancett's crime and ' have him lynched. 
Just as Potta wag leaving the house, Fan-, 
cett, in a fit of desperation, drew a pistol 
and shot himself dead. The suicide occur- 
ring ia their house, they, fearful of being 
accused of, the crime, concealed the body, 
ivhioh afterward, in ihe absence of his wife, 
Potts cut up and buried in his cellar, where 
it was afterward found. This is the story 
of tha condemned couple, which, though 
seemingly improbable, has never been con- 
troverted by any direct testimony or facts. 
The pair sometime afterward laft for Wy- 
oming where they wera arrested aeon the 
discovery of the body. The cause attrib- 
uted for the murder IBS robbery, but as 
the property of Fancett was trifling in value 
and as Potts was receiving liberal wages as 
master machinist at Carlin, Mr. Dawley is 
satisfied that if a murder was committed 
it was for another purpose than gain. The' 
officer is very earnest in his purpose and 
made the trip to Carson at his own expense 
to save tha lives of two persons of whose 
guilt ha entertains the gravest doubts. He 
should be accorded a respectful hearing, 
and if his representations justify the re- 
versal of the recent action of the Board, 
no false feeling o( pride should deter the 
gentlemen comprising it, from according 
that which they before refused.
